CONSTITUTION 

OF 



Art. 1. The name of the Company shall be the New 
England Guards. 

Art. 2. Any citizen of the age of 18 years and up- 
wards, who may wish to become a member of the Com- 
pany, shall be admitted if recommended by the Investi- 
gating Committee at any meeting of the corps, five 
sixths of the members present voting in his favor. 

Art. 3. The Commissioned Officers shall be elected 
in such manner as the law directs. The Sergeants 
and Corporals shall be elected by a majority of the 
ballots of the whole Company, or by two thirds of the 
members present at such election, at any meeting called 
for that purpose. 

Art. 4. There shall be one drummer and one fifer 
attached to the Company as the law requires, and on 
parade days such additional music as -may be voted for 
by the Company. 

Art. 5. The arms, accoutrements and military 
equipments, and all other property belonging to the 
Company, except their uniforms, shall be kept in the 
Company's Armories, subject to the use and disposal of 
the Company only ; and no article which i« or may be 
hereafter deposited in the Armories, shall be taken there- 
from on any pretence whatever, unless by order of the 
Commanding Officer, and for the sole use of the Compa- 
ny. In times of alarm and danger, the Commanding 
Officer shall have power to order the members to take 
their arms home, but they shall be returned to the Ar-* 
mory whenever the Commanding Officer shall so or- 
der. 

Art. 6. There shall be chosen annually in the month 
of March, or oftener if necessary, an Infantry Armorer 
and an Artillery Armorer, and it shall be the duty of 
^ach of them to keep an exact account of the arms and 



accoutrements, military stores and all other articles be- 
longing to the Company, committed to them ; which ac- 
count they shall annually, in the month of March, ex- 
hibit to the Commanding Officer, to he laid before the 
Company ; they shall also see that all articles after be- 
ing used are duly returned, and shall always keep them 
in good order. It shall further be the duty of the Ar- 
morer to provide such ammunition as may>be ordered 
suitable to the respective arms committed to their 
charges. 

Art. 7. The accoutrements and military equip- 
ments of the Company, together with the side arms and 
sashes of the non-commissioned officers, shall form a 
common stock. 

Art. 8. At all meetings of the Company the senior 
officer present shall preside, and strict obedience shall 
be paid to his commands in debate as well as in military 
manoeuvres, and we pledge ourselves to each other that 
we will discountenance any improper conduct in any 
member. 

Art. 10. It shall be the duty of the Orderly Ser^ 
geant to keep a correct size and muster roll of the Com- 
pany, and to form the Company at parades and drills, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

Art. 11. There shall be chosen annually in the 
month of March, or oftener if necessary, a Clerk by 
ballot, whose duty it shall be to notify all members of 
every meeting of the Company by causing a notifica- 
tion to be delivered to each member previous to such 
meeting, for which purpose he shall be authorized to 
employ some person at the expence of the Company, 
and he shall provide a room for such meeting. He shall 
call a roll at every meeting of the Company previous to 
entering upon business, unless otherwise ordered by the 
presiding officer, noting all members who are absent at 
the whole meeting or tardy ; and he shall make a re- 
turn of fines due from the absent or tardy members to 
the Treasurer, within 48 hours afler every meeting ; 
he shall furnii^h such returns and rolls as are or may be 
required by law ; and where any member shall obtain a ' 
regular discharge from the Company, he shall report his 
name to the Commanding Officer of the ward in which 
auch member resides. He shall keep a fair record of 



all votes and doings of the Company in an orderly book 
which shall never be alienated fr6m the Company, and 
which shall be open to the inspiection of any membeff 
and in which he shall insert all details of detachments 
and all orders received from the Commanding Officer ; 
he shall notify all new members of their admission, and 
shall within 48 hours after every meeting, report to the 
Treasurer the names of such members as are admitted 
and discharged. In case of the absence of the Clerk at 
any meeting,the presiding officer shall appoint some mem- 
ber to act in his stead,and it shall be the duty of the Clerk 
pro tern to make to the Clerk of the Company a return 
of the proceedings of such meeting in 24 hours after ittf 
adjournment or dissolution. 

Art. 12. There shall be chosen annually in the 
month of March, or oftener if necessary, a Treasurer by 
ballot^ whose duty it shall be to collect all fines and as- 
sessments, to pay all bills after being approved by the 
Commanding Officer, (or in case of extraordinary assess- 
ments for parades, &c. by the committee under whose 
authority the debts may be incurred,) to receive all mon- 
ies due or property accruing to the Company from any 
source — to keep correct accounts of all receipts and ex- 
penditures — to keep an account with every member ; 
his books are to be open to the inspection of any mem- 
ber — to report in writing to the Commanding Officer the 
name of any delinquent, to make and exhibit annually 
in the month of March a correct account vf receipts 
and expenditures, and of all monies in his hands and to 
pay over the same in such manner as the company may 
order. 

Art. 13. Any active member who shall neglect to 
attend a meeting of the Company on public parade days, 
until after roll call, shall pay a fine of fity cents — and ilf 
on such days he totally absents himself, he shall pay such 
tine as is established by the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and if he absent himself from any private meeting, he 
shall pay twenty-five cents, and if tardy at such meeting 
he shall pay twelve and a half cents. Any member who 
^ shall retire from the Company on public parade days 
without leave from the Commanding Officer, shall pay 
a fine of not less than five nof more than ten dollars, 
1* 
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and if he retire from a private meeting without leave a^ 
aforesaid, he shall pay fifty cents. Any active member 
who is about leaving the city of Boston for a term ex- 
ceeding three months, shall obtain a furlough from the 
Commanding OiSicer, of which he shall notify th^ Clerk, 
and for neglecting to obtain a furlough or to notify the 
Clerk, he shall be liable to pay all assessments which 
may be laid and all fines which may accrue during his 
absence. Members shall also be subject to such other 
fines as are established by the Laws of the Common- 
wealth for the regulation of the Militia. 

Art. 14. Every active member "shall be assessed 
and shall pay to the Treasurer for the time being, year- 
ly on the first Monday in May, the sum of six dollars, 
for the purpose of defraying the current expenses of 
the Company. And all persons admitted between the 
.first Monday of May and the annual fall training shall 
pay the assessment of the current year. 

Art. 15. All fines and assessments shall be paid 
to the Treasurer, or in case of extraordinary assess- 
ments for parades, &c., to a committee appointed for 
the purpose, within eight days after they are demanded, 
except such fines as may be remitted by the Command- 
ing Oflicer ; and any member who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to pay the same within that time shall be reported 
tQ the Company. 

Art. 16. Any active member absenting himself from 
8 successive meetings of the Corapany,public or private, 
without furnishing an excuse satisfactory to the Com- 
manding Oflicer, shall be reported to the Company by 
the Clerk at their next meeting ; and if they shall de- 
termine that such delinquent is no longer worthy to be 
a member of the Company, the Commanding Oflicer 
shall request of the Brigadier General to have him dis- 
charged, — the Clerk shall report his name to the Capt. 
of the Ward in which he resides. 

Art. 17. Any active member who removes from 
the usual place where his notifications are left, shall 
give notice thereof to the Clerk of the Company, with- 
in seven days after his removal, and if he neglect to 
give fluch notice he shall pay a fine of fifty cents. 



Art. 18, No vote passed by the Company shall be 
repealed or reconsidered at any subsequent meeting, un- 
less there be a greater number present than when the 
same was enacted, or unless by a vote of all the active 
members of the Company. 

Art. 19. Any amendments or alterations of the 
Constitution proposed at a regular meeting and which 
^hall be voted for at a subsequent meeting by two thirds 
of the whole number of members, or by three quarters 
of the members present, shall become a part of the 
same and be in force accordingly. 

Art. 20. The Commanding Officer shall appoint 
annually or whenever he shall deem it necessary a Com- 
missary and Quarter Master, with such assistants as 
may be necessary. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
missary to make all contracts necessary for the subsist- 
ence of the Company in quarters, and furnish suitable 
rations to the men at such times and in such manner as 
the system of Camp police may require, and to furnish 
such refreshments as may be ordered when on service. 
It shall be the duty of the Quarter Master to make all 
contracts relative to the quarters of the Company, and 
for the necessary means of transportation of artillery 
and military stores ; to keep the tents and their appur- 
tenances in good order ; to mark out the ground for en- 
campment, and to exercise a general superintendance of 
all matters pertaining to these subjects. 

Art. 21. There shall be four Standing Committees." 
1st. A Committee on accounts, to consist of the Com- 
manding Officer, the two Armorers, the Clerk, and the 
Chairman of the Music Committee. 2d. An Insurance 
Committee, to consist of the Treasurer and Armorers. 
3d. A Music Committee, to consist of the Sergeants of 
the Company. 4th. An Investigating Committee, con- 
sisting of five, with power to fill their own vacancies. 

Art. 22. This Constitution shall be recorded in a 
book provided for the purpose, and subscribed by every 
member of the Company, and the date of his admission 
shall be affixed to his name.

FORm OF PARADE 



FOR THE 



JVEW-ENGIiAJfD GUARDS. 



At a given signal the Company is formed, bj the Or- 
derly, at opened ranks, arms ordered, standing at ease ; 
the platoon officers six pieces in front of the centre of 
their respective platoons, arms folded and facing the 
line ; the commander, opposite the centre of the Com- 
pany at a suitable distance in front, facing the line. 
Music in two ranks on the right. From the signal for 
assembling until the Retreat^ the band, if there be one, 
will play. Ten minutes afler the assembling of the 
Company, the Orderly will order the music to beat off, 
when the music will beat down the line, and back again, 
marching in front. The Retreat will conclude with three 
rolls ; at the first the platoon officers draw swords, and 
at the last face about. Immediately after the last roll 
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the Orderly commands, "Attention ;— shoulder arms ; — 
right dress ; — front ;*' he then marches along the line 
to the centre, faces to the sight, passes the line of pla^ 
toon officers two paces, comes to the right about, and 
commands '* present arms ;" as soon as the Company 
ha?e presented, the platoon officers drop sword ; the 
orderly then faces about} salutes the commander, and re- 
ports, Sir, the parade is formed ; after which he again 
faces about, marches to the centre of the Company, and 
thence along the line to his post. The commander, 
having acknowledged the salute of the line, draws sword 
and takes command. Afler ordering such exercises as 
he shall see fit, he leaves them standing at ease, direct- 
ing the Orderly to call the roll, dismiss the parade, or 
otherwise. 



THE BATTALION PARADE. 

When acting as a battalion, at a given signal, each 
section will turn out underarms for inspection by its own 
officers on its own parade. Ten minutes after that sig- 
nal, the Adjutant's (Orderly's) call will be given, at 
which each section will be marched to its place in line, 
the sergeants acting as the platoon officers in the Conf- 
pany Parade above described, and the Orderly (who 
acts as adjutant) after reporting **the Parade is formed," 
passes by the commander's right, and behind him to his 
left one pace retired, and puts up sword. After the 
Company present arms, the commissioned officers, sta- 
tioned ten paces in front, will face right about and pre- 
sent to the commander. In other respects this parade 
is similar to the former. 
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ASSEMBLY, INSPECTION, PARADE 

AND 
COMPILED FOR THE 

NEW-ENGLAND GUARDS. 



Ten minutes before the hour appointed for turning off guard, » 
signal will be given, when the men of the new guard will be in- 
spected by their respective corporals, and will be formed and 
marched to the Parade by their sergeants taking post on the left or 
the old guard already drawn up and formed in the same manner, 
ranks opened, arms shouldered, corporals four, and sergeants eight 
paces in front, with swords drawn. 

The orderly sergeant twelve paces in front will dress the line 
and order '^ officers outward Face! — Inspect your guards, March !'* 
when the 2d, or 3d, sergeant will divide their guard into details,, 
while the 4th or 5th, sergeant goes through the inspection of guns, 
cartridge boxes, &c. The 2d, or 3d, sergeant will then order, 
<' stand at ease.''* and the Orderly then orders '' Troop, beat off!'* 
The new officer of the day then takes post in front with the old 
officer on his right one pace retired, and the music beats to the left 
and back again. The Orderly then orders *' Attention ! Shoulder 
arms! Present arms!" * He then faces the new officer of the day, 
drops sword and reports, '' Sir, the Guards are ready to receive 
your orders." He will then pass to the officer's right, round ta 
their leA, and put up sword. The new officer acknowledges the 
salute and orders several exercises ; afler which the Orderly upon 
an intimation from the new officer orders ** Sections — right wheel — 
March! guide to the right forward March!" The column then 
passes the new officer to the right saluting, and by a countermarch 
repasses him ; guides on the lefl in the same manner. The platoon 
officers will then leave the parade and the orderly sergeant will 
wheel the column into line. 
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The sergeant, or other sommander of the new guard, having 
previously made a roll of his guard distributed into two or more re- 
liefs, proportioned to its strength and the number of sentinels re- 
quired, will, as soon as the officers have lefl the parade, detach the 
first relief, by ordering it two paces to the front, designating on inm 
roll the post or walk each sentinel is to occupy by numbers, thus 
front of the camp, for instance, is No. 1, right No. 2, rear No. 3, 
&c. and designating the sentinels themselves by corresponding 
numbers. Having personally inspected and instructed each of the 
men detailed, he orders " relief— march." The relief drawn up in 
the two ranks at supported arms, marches to a flank headed by the 
relief corporal. The sentinel at the guard tent, or other post of the 
body of the guard, (if any there,) is first relieved ; then the most 
distant ; and the others in order, returning to the guard. When a 
sentinel perceives the relief approaching he will face to it and halt. 
At six paces the relief corporal commands " carry arms — halt;" 
then ** No. 1, (or No. 2, &c. designating the number of that par- 
ticular sentinel and post) recover arms." The old and new senti- 
nels thus numbered approach each other and the old wispers his 
instructions to the new. The sentinel relieved then fails in rear of 
the relief; the corporal commands '' No. 1, (or No. 2, &c.) should- 
er arms — relief — support arms — march,*' at which they march 
on to the next post and so on until all are relieved. The corporal 
then leads the old sentinels to the old guard, which continues 
drawn up until they are returned, when it is dismissed. The new 
guard may be dismissed as soon as the relief is detached. Regu- 
larly the new guard would be again turned out as often as the sen- 
tinels were to be relieved, and would continue drawn up near the 
guard tent until the old sentinels were returned. But this will be 
dispensed with when the company is on independent service; and 
the relief only will be assembled at the guard tent each time, ex- 
cept once a day at the general parade as above. The guard service 
will be equalized as much as possible among the whole guard, on 
the principle longest off post first on. Applications to bo excused 
from guard or other duties, and for leave of absence, will be made 
to the officer of the day ; and if granted the applicant will report 
the fact to the commander of tho guard. Immediately aAer the 
old guard is turned off, its commander will report in writing to the 
late officer of tho day the names of persons excused, absent, return- 
ed, &,c. with the times of their leaving and returning, &c. during 
his tour of duty, find all remarkable occurrences concerning the 
same. 
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BUTir OF SENTINELS. 

The sentinels on their posts will march habitaally at strpported 
arms ; but in wet weather they will secure arms. They will pre- 
vent all persons from passing in or out of the lines excepting ac- 
cording to orders. They will order persons indicating a disposition 
to pass against orders, when at six paces from the line, to ^*8tand," 
If the person expresses a wish to obtain permission to pass, the sen- 
tinel calls out '' the guard," at which the relief corporal will come 
up and admit the person if authorized to do so, or if he thinks 
proper will apply to the sergeant of the guard, who if necessary 
will apply to the officer of the day. If the person, after being or- 
dered to stand, continues to approach, he will again, at four paces, 
order him to stand, after which, if he still advances, he will charge 
bayonet. Afler retreat (the commander of the guard having given 
out the countersign) the sentinel will challenge any person he sees 
about his post by calling out, " Who comes there ?" if answered, 
" Friend with the countersign," he replies " advance friend with 
the countersign;" if answered "relief," "patrol," "rounds," or 
"grand rounds," he will reply " Stand ! Advance corporal (or ser- 
geant, &c.) and give the countersign." If the countersign is not 
rightly given, or he suspects any thing wrong, he calls out " The 
guard," in order that the relief corporal may decide on the case. 
He will suffer no person to approach nearer than the point of his 
bayonet without the countersign. If any disturbance take place 
near him, he will call out " the guard.^^ Afler being relieved, he 
will report to his corporal any thing remarkable that may have oc- 
curred during his watch. The corporal reports to the sergeant, &.c. 



MILITARY COMPLIMENTS. 

A sentinel in the day time seeing an officer, or an armed body of 
men approaching, will halt, face to his proper front, and support 
arms, then carry and present. To a non-commissioned officer he 
will cany arms. Between sunset and sunrise he pays no compli- 
ment. 

Officers and men, in uniform, without arms, salute by touching 
the cap with the back of the right hand, before the right eye, with- 
out bending the head. Corporals and privates halt at the same 
time, when saluting the commander ^ and face towards him for a mo- 
ment. With arms, the inferior, in receiving or reporting orders in- 
dividually, salutes by bringing the sword or firelock to a recover. 
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
